The Steamship Moravia Brings 
Cholera to New York. 


Ali the Emigrants Aboard Transferred 
to Hoffman’s Island. 


ALARMING DEATH LIST ON THE PASSAGE 
FROM HAMBURG.

Four Cases of Genuine Cholera at Liver- 
pool—England Prepares for the Inevit- 
able Battle With the Scourge—The 
Disease Spreading With Great Rapidity 
at Hamburg—People Helpless Before 
the March of the Malady. 


Aug. 81.+To-day New York 
finds the Asiatic plagueat her gates. The 
Steamship Moravia of the Hamburg line 

Frived at Quarantine this morning. Sheba. 
twenty-two deaths on board during the pas- 
sage, which the ship’s . doctor says were 
from cholerine. Twenty were of chiil- 
dren and two of adults. Thirteen 
were natives of Poland: five of Prussia, one 
of Austria and three of Hesse. All were 
buried at sea. The first death took place 
Aug. 19 andthe laston Aug. 29/ 

When the health officers boarded the 
Moravia and made thorough inspection of 
the passengers they pronounced the cause of 
deathin the stricken cases as true Asiatic 
cholera. All the emigrants were ordered 
transferred to Hoffman Island this after- 
moon. The vessel and cargo will be thor- 
oughly disinfected.

As reported by the surgeon of the Moravia, 
David L. Israel, there were also three cases 
of measles on board. Zillie Kahn, 4 years, of 
Russia, F. Schneiderman, 6 years, and Sara 
Schneiderman, 3 years, both of Russia. 

Two woman passengers were alsosick of 
the same disease, but are now in the hospital 
on the way to convalescence, 

It was impossible to get any but meager 
facts this afternoon regarding the Moravia’s 
condition. Dr. Jenkins was sum.- 
moned from the shore when his -deputy 
who first went aboard of her learned 
of the condition of affairs, and he 
personally interviewed the ship’s physician 
and officers regarding the dtsease aboard the 
ship. Thesurgeon of the Moravia declared 
that twenty-two passengers of the 
ship had unaoubdtedly died of 
cholerine and Dr. Jenkins immediately 
ordered the steamer off shore, giving Capt. 
Thiele, her commander, instructions to an- 
chor off Hoffman Island andto remain there 
until he received further orders. ° 

After the doctors left the steamer she 
weighed anchor and immedlately returned 
to the lower bay, a yellow flag, 
indicating that she had contagion 
on board, fiying from her fore- 
mast. On landing at the quarantine 
wharf Dr. Jenkins and Dr. Talmuge, his 
chief deputy, went at once tothe former’s 
house onthe bluff overlooking the bay, and 
were in consultation for some _ time. 
It was first given out that the Mora- 
via had a clean ~ObDill of health and 
that the doctors had been surprised at the 
clean and healthy condition of the vessel. 
The return ofthe steamerto the lower bay 
created no surprise or suspicion, as it was be- 
lieved that the immigrant passengers on 
board weretobe treated toa bathat Hoff- 
man Island and then landed for the 
fumigation ofthe ship. It was not till after. 
noon when the facts beganto gain circula- 
tion. Then there was a panic among the 
people who had flocked down to the shore to 
witness the operations of the doctors on the 
vessel. 

F. R. Corliss of the Hamburg-American 
Line, when seen this afternoon by a repre- 
sentative of the press in reference to the 
cases of cholera on board the steamship 
Moravia, said: ‘‘We had no knowl- 
edge of the twenty-two deaths 
on the Moravia until notified by 
the papers, We immediately telephoned to 
quarantine and received word that Health 
Officer Jenkins was on board and would send 
afull reportas soonas he came off. This 
was atilo’clock. Wealso were told that the 
steamship had not been ordered to the lower 
bay. We know absolutely nothing further 
than that.’’ 

‘*The Moravia Iceft Hamburg on July 1’. 
Bhe did nottouch at any port before reach- 
ing New York.’’ 

Dr. Jenkins has made arrangements fora 
bacteriological examination of the bedding 
and effects of the twenty-two victims, 
and will not pronounce an opinion as to 
whether the deaths were caused by the 
dreaded Asiatic cholera until the examina- 
tion has been compieted. 

Dr. Biggs, Consulting Patheologist to the 
Board of Health, has been notified and will 
personally conduct the examination. 

None of the steerage passengers have as 
yet been landed, but tugs have been sent for 
and the transfer will be made with all poss!i- 
ble haste. 

Dr. Jenkins is very reticent and refuses to 
pronounce a fat-footed opinion. He says: 
‘*T got the surgeon’s report at about 10 
o’ciock and at once called Drs. Tallmadge 
and Sanborne, my deputies, into consulta- 
tion. Wearrived at a conclusion, but what 
it was 1 positively refuse al this time to say. 

**You have observed,’’ he added ina sug- 
gestive way, ‘‘thatthe Asiatic cholera was 
Giagnosed as cholerine in all the infected 
ports by the local authorities at the outset,

| but subsequent developments proved every 


one of such cases to be the actual and genu- 
ine Asiatic plague.’’ 

Dr, Tallmadge refused to answer any ques- 
tions whatever relative to the Moravias death 
list. ‘‘I am not in authority,’’ was his 
answer to all questions. ‘*You mustsee Dr. 
Jenkins.’’ 


Dr. Tallmadge insinuated, however, that 
he believed the crisis had come, and that 
from this time forward the closest vigilance 
would be kept at the lower stations down the 
harbor to prevent the disease getting as near 
even to the city as those stations. 

The boat William Fletcher was sent down 
for the people on the steamers at quarantine. 
When the steamboat arrived there the Cus- 
tom-nouse Inspector refused to jet any of the 


passengers take away their handbags and 
only 700 of the passengers could take 
advantage ofthe permission to come upto 
the city. The Friesland was released from 
quarantine at 10:55 a. m. and came up to 
her pier at Hoboken, whereall her passenger 

will be landed. The Italia was released at 7 
o'clock and came up to her dock in Brooklyn. 
She was allowe‘ to pass, as her passengers 
came from non-infected districts. 

The White Star steamship Teutonic got 
into quarantine at 11 o’clock to-day, and will 
undergo a close inspection before being 
allowed to go to her dock. 

James A. Wright of the International Navl- 
gation Co. said that he had received a cable- 
gram from Richardson, Spencer & Co., their 
agents at Liverpool, saying that United 
States Consul Herman is cabling to Wash 
ington that there is no cholera in 
Liverpool, and that two steamers have de- 
parted with consular certificates of health, 
the clothing, etc., having been disinfected. 
Mr. Wright said the company was having 
great trouble with the autborities, 
the custom- house authorities, the 
quarantine commissioners and the 
health officer of the port, each 
of whom seems to be worxingon a different 
plan, and giving orders to the steamship 
companies that frequentiy conflict. The 
companies, he said, are willing to do every- 
thing that they can to guard against bringing 
cholera here, and it is in the Hne of their 
business, but they cannot be harassed by 
conflicting orders. The people of the Anchor 
Line were indignant to-day when they heard 
thatthe Friesland was allowed to goto her 
dock, while their vessel, the Circassia, was 
Kept quarantine for several 

say there has been 
cholera from Antwerp, from 
the Friesiand, came than in 
Glasgow, the Circassia port of departure. 
The company says no discrimination should 
be made in detaining vessels. Cabin pas- 
sengers of the Circassia complained of having 
their clothing desiroyed by the process of dis- 
infection at quarantine. It is said that Dr. 
Jenkins gave orders that the baggage of 
the people coming from England, Ireland 
and scotiand should not be fumigated but 
the man in charge of the disinfecting made a 
mistake and put all in the chamber and 
turned on the steam to 278 deg., ruining 
many dresses and other valuable clothing. 

‘The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
ofthiscity at a special meeting to-day ap- 
propriated $$,000 to meet the salaries of an 
extracorpsoffifty sanitary inspectors dur- 
ing the month of September. President Wil- 
son of the Health Department was informed 
that in case cholera breaks out here any 
extra expense that may benecessary would 
be promptiy provided for. 

One route which the cholera invasion may 
come is over the Canadian border. 

Dr. Charlies F. Roberts, chiet of the Bureau 
of Contagious Diseases, says if cholera ap- 
pears in Canada the Federal authorities 
would undoubtedly co-operate with the 
Canadians by establishing lines of quarantine 
stations along the northern border, 

If the dread infection should reach New 
York by way of the railroads, which is hardly 
to be expected, suspected cases will be iso- 
lated. Cases about which there can beno 
question will be removed to stations near the 
Grand Central Depot or the point of appear- 
ance. In i866, during the cholera’visitation, 
stations were established at Battery Bar- 
racks andat the ‘‘Red House,’’ in One Hun- 
dred and Sixth street. 

‘*It should be said,to allay apprehension,’’ 
continued the docitorin explaining what will 
be done in case the worst is realized, ‘‘that 
in 1866 there was nota single case of cholera 
contracted by contagion among the physi- 
cians and nurses who attended patients.’’ 

Chief Sanitary Inspector Willard Bullard 
salidthat if cholera should get past quar- 
antineandappear inthe upper portion of 
the island, the Croton watershed would be 
policed and thoroughly guarded to see that 
no germs gotintothe supply. The nineteen

If the repairs and 
disinfections ordered cannot be attended to 
within the time allowed the housesare or- 
dered vacated. 

**Mercy to the individual means danger to 
the State,’”’ is the maxim of the inspectors. 

Landlords are generally complying with 
the requirements of the law, as they are 
quick to realize that present inconvenience 
and outlay are betterthana bilghton their 
property. 

Although the 38,000 housesin the city have 
been inspected within the last seven weeks a 
reinspection will be begun immediately. At- 
tention will be concentrated on the worse 
spots which, ‘‘Littie Italy’’ and some other 
quarters excepted,are generally speaking be- 
low Fourteenth street. 

The Health Board hasthe lists of patients 
and plague spots of 1866. These localities will 
be closely looked after. In the outbreak of 
1866 there were ‘‘cholera fields’’ or localities 
where the malady did not yield readily to 
disinfection or othe. protective measures. 
These spots were where buildings had been 
erected on ‘‘made’’ ground. Consequently 
tenement houses built on such soil will be 
especially inspected. 


A former resident of India, now living in 


New York, says inthathome or the plague | 


there is a fatalistic disregard of- death, and 
the cholerais considered a natural agency 
for decreasing the overcrowded population, 
The religion of the country even is opposed 
to innovation and the change of conditions 
which have existed for centuries. 

An outbreak of cholera in India comes 
generally when thecrops are ripening. The 
improvident lowestclasses have been half 
starved for months, and they fill their fam- 
ished stomachs with unripe and oftentimes 
uncooked cereals, fruit and vegetables. 
Minor bowel troubles become prevalent and 
then the cholera holds its carnival. 

In India all the conditions invite pestilence. 
Boards of Health are almost unknown anda 
sanit&ry engineer would starve to death If he 
relied on his profession fora livellhood. The 
people are crowded, yes, packed like sar- 
dines, into villages and cities where all the 
laws of health andcleanliness are ignore 
and the street cleaning department consists 
of homeless mongrels and hovering flocks of 
carrion birds. 

‘*?he tollowing simple rules for individual 
procedure,’’ said this gentleman, ‘‘might 
pe followed should the cholera reach here: 

‘*Be temp*rate in eating and drinking. Let 
your food be simple, nutritious and well pre- 
pared. Dresssensibly. If you are subject to 
bowel troubles itis not a bad idea to sur- 
round your stomach with a band of flannel, 
A yard of flannel two feet wide, with a piece 
of tape sewed toeach ofthe upper ends, is 
easily prepared and worn. ‘The discomtort 
wiil not be great,and you will readily become 
accustomed toit. If you are atiacked with 
any disturbance ofthe bowels, see your phy- 
sicilan at once instead of tndiscriminately 
dosing yourself. Keep your person clean 
and your mind active. surround yourself 
with as cheerful and healthful conditions as 
you can, and above all things, do not get de- 
moralized and frightened, 
® This isthe first time Hoffman Island has 
seen such active service since 1884 and 1887, 
when cholera scares disturbed the coun- 
try. Agreat many persons will remember 
the island, which gets its name from the late 
Gov. Hoffman, 
south of the narrows. it is built 
on the sandbar known to pilots as the West 
Bank ana rises abruptly out ofthe water on 
a pile of rocks. 

The isiand itself, covering a few acres, is 
constructed of sand inclosed in a crib work, 
which in turn is protected by the rip-rap. 

About pine hundred immigrants can be 
handled there at one time. On it are the 

erm-proof dormitories for disinfecting and 
nevery direction the assertion so often 
made by sea captains, that the New York

NO DOUBT ABOUT THE DISEASE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 81.—The super- 
vising surgeon-general of the Marine 
Hospital has been officially informed 
of the facts in connection withthe Moravia 
and statesthat the physicians have no doubt 
the disease is Asiatic cholera, that the 
Moravia has been ordered to the lower bay, 
and that the sick will be landed at Hoffman’s 
Island. 


ON WATCH AT SOUTHERN PORTS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 31.—Quarantine 
officers at Galveston, Tex., have wired the 
Treasury officials here that an immigrant 
steamer with several hundred Russian 
and German immigrants aboard had 
cleared Antwerp bound for that port. 
They askea for instructions, and were 
told to send the vessel to Grandeleur in the 
Gulf of Mexico, where quarantine facilities 
are greater. The Southern ports generaily 
are alarmed lest the cholera be introduced 
into some One of their ports for lack of proper 
quarrantine arrangements. The appropria- 
tions forthis purpose are very limited and 
little could be accomplished unless the Presi- 
dent exercised the power given him in case 
of a threatened epidemic of cholera or yellow 
fever and use the unexpended balance of the 
sum appropriated for the same in the sundry 
civil appropriation bill. 


WANT IMMIGRATION STOPPED. 
LANSING. Mich., Aug. 31.—The Michigan 
State Board of Health yesterday requested

SIEGE OF THE PLAGUE. 


ENGLAND EXPECTS TO SUFFER FROM THE 
CHOLERA SCOURGE. 


LONDON, Aug. 31.—There is no denying the 
fact that the people of England are begin- 
ning to be nervously apprehensive that, 
despite the quarantine regulations at the 
various ports, the country is doomed to 
undergo another siege of cholera plague. 
That the quarantine regulations at present 
enforced do not prevent the introduction of 
cholera has been abundantly proved, and 
many persons claim that the only effectual 
method to keep the disease at bay Is to ab- 
solutely prohibit all intercourse with infected 
ports abroad. Of course, this would entail 
an immense money loss and considerable 
suffering, but it is claimed that on occasions 
like the present the question of financial loss 
is of little consequence and that the question 
of preserving the lives of the people of Great 
Britain is of paramount importance. 

A large proportion of the people, not only 
in England, but elsewhere, believe that the 
approaching autumn, with its cool weather 
and frosts will check, if not eradicate the 
disease should it become epidemic, but a 
high authority has pointed out that this be- 
liefiserroneous. Prof. J. O. Affllck, M.D., 
medical examiner at the University of Edin- 
burgh, has deciared in an article on cholera 
written by him, that in general high tem- 
perature favors the development of the dis- 
ease, but thatsome ofthe most severe epli- 
demics known have raged with the greatest 
fury in winter, This being the case it will be 
seen that there can be no relaxation of the 
quarantine and sanitary regulations for a 
considerable time to come. 

The disease has now appeared at Dover, 
one of tne chief points of communication be- 
tween England and the continent, and which 
has continual intercourse by steamboats 
with Calais and Boulogne, France. Three 
persons have been attacked with choleraic 
disorder at Dover, and one of them has died. 
It is not positively asserted that the diseaseis 
Asiatic cholera, but the presumption is that 
it is. 

There is deep indignation felt at the health

This 
morning one ofthe patients died and now 
his wife and child have been seized with the 
disease. The district into which the infec- 
tion has been carried is filled with an im- 
mense population, Overcrowding isa fruit- 
ful source for the spread of the disease, and 
it is believed that it will require every aid 
known to science to prevent the disease 
spreading. The peoplejof the district are 
loud in their denunciatidn of what they term 
the happy-go-lucky mg@thods of the health 
authorities, and declarg that if absolute pro- 
hibition of immigrati#n had been enforced 
the disease would not have appeared in Lon-

APPALLING AT HAMBURG. 


THE WORST EPIDEMIC THAT EVER VISITED 
THE CITY—PEOPLE HELPLESS. 


HAMBURG, Allg. 81.—There is no questioning 
the fact that the present cholera epidemic is 
the worst that has ever visited this city and 
every hour the situation becomes worse, 


ago that the disease prevailing 


The -people are dying off i like 
sheep and the plague is spread- 
ing. It was thought early yesterday that the 
epidemic was abating in violence, the num- 
ber of deaths and new cases for Monday be- 
ing below that of the day preceeding. Un- 
fortunately this was not the case. 
It was only a, temporary halt in 
the onward march of the . ~»plague, 
and now it is again marching forward 
mowing down its victims by the score. A 
fearful feeling of apprehension hangs over 
the whole city, and the belief that the doc- 
tors are helpless to fight the scourge grows 
in strength, The people feel that they are 
helpless in the face of the terrible visita- 
tion that has come upon them and many 


of them have given hope of escaping the 
disease. This is itself, is one of the essential 
factors infighting the disease. The repre- 
sentative of the ‘press here has 
seeninthe military drill shed the bodies of 
400 victims awaiting burial. 

Owing to red tape it is impossible to bury 
all the dead under the usual regulations, for 
the law requires the production of papers of 
identification before the body is consigned 
to the grave. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances these papers are easiiy procura- 
ble, but now when whole families have been 
carried off by the scourge the greatest difi- 
culty is experienced in getting the papers. 
Unless the frightful mortality abates it will 

necessary to shortly set aside the 
law and bury the victims as hastily 
as possible. Alreadyett ts believed that 
the infection has nh spread by the 
deed, Bitter imprecations are,jheaped upon 
the authorities for thelr pig-headedness in 
letting the victims He unburied to scatter the 
contagion among the living while they 
hunted for papers to show the age, occupa- 
tion, etc., of the dead persons. Areign of 
terror prevails and every person who 
can possibly do sois fleeing from the city. 
An exception must be made, however, to 
this assertion. Those whose duty calls them 
to attend the sufferers, physicians and those 
who have nobly volunteered their 
services are doing a work that 
requlres the extreme of heroism. 
Among the hospitals everywhere where they 
can help they take thelr livesin their hands 
without hope of fame or reward, and do 
their utmost toalleviate the awful suffering 
of the plague stricken victims. 

The ordinary form of burial will soon have 
to be abandoned and trenches filled with 
quicklime will have to be res irted to. In 
many parts of the city the shops of 
grocers, bakers and butchers have been 
closed by the police, some of the 
clerks having been stricken down while at- 
tending to business. 

The registrars, who record the deatns in 
the city, will keep thelfofiices open until 10 
o’clock every night, 

During the twenty-four hours endea at 
midniwht last nighttheambulances conveyed 
to the hospita! 508 patients. Of this number 
268 have since died. 


As yet there is nothing ilke a panicky feel- 
ing in Berlin. Probably nota hundred per- 
sons have left the cityon account of the 
threatened danger, and the city officials 
tried, as aid their colleagues in Hamburg, to 
conceal the fact that Asiatic cholera is 
threatening the whole population. This 
policy, if persisted in, will induce the same 

eneral mistrust as in Hamburg. The 

“tmperor became convinced that several 
cases Of the worst type had been found, and 
he issued an order that the city government 
must send out bulletins twice daily concern- 
ing the progress ofthe disease. He feels that 
Berlin, as one of the cleanest and best- 
drained cities of Europe, has little to fear 
from the cholera if the people be prop- 
erly warned and instructed how to 
fight it. One of the duties of the 
sanitary authorities, therefore, will be to 
have brought to tne notice of every house. 
holder the best approved measures for disin- 
fection of houses and treatment of patients 
before medical help can be summoned, Upon 
the householders then will rest the respons!i- 
bility of communicating the measures to their 
families and tenants. The sugyestion that 
prayers for the abatement of the disease be 
ordered officially throughout Prussia has been 
vetoed by the Emperor. 

Two deaths have foccurred at the Moabit 
Hospttdl from cholera and there are twenty- 
four suspected cases in Berlin and twoat 
Charlottenburg. Sanitary precautiohs are 
unabated. ‘there isa great public anxiety 
but no panic. 


TRUE CHOLERA AT ANTWERP.

INCREASING AT ST. PETERSBURG. 

St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 31.—Cholera is sub- 
siding at Nijni Novgorod, and has gquite 
ceased at Kos)loff. 

Thanksgiving services were held in the 
churches of the latter place because of the 
cessation of the scourge. The disease seems 
to be steadily on the increase, however,in St. 
Petersburg. ‘The official statistics show that 
the mortality from cholera has been greatest 
in the Caucasus and the country of the Cos- 
sacks. Upto the 224 of August, the total 
numoper of deaths throughout the Russian 
empire is given at 107,647, but owing to the 
known incompleteness of the official statis- 
tics, the real number may safely be reckoned 
as high as 150,000. 

IN AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, Aug. 31.—A postmaster at Pilsen, 
Bohemia, died from cholera after only a 
single day’s illness. It is supposed that he 
contracted the disease while handling Ger- 
man letters and parcels. Noother case of 
cholera has been reported inthe whole mon- 
archy. 

Two fugitives from Hamburg have died 
from cholera at a_ hotel in Bolienback, 
Bohemia, ashort distance over the frontier 
from. Saxony. The victims were hastening 
home by rail when the symptoms developed. 


IN ITALIAN TOWNS, 

ROME, Aug. 31.—Sporadic cases of cholera 
have occurredin Naples, Venice and Genoa, 
The patients have been isolated and the pub- 
lic have not become alarmed, There bas 


been improved sanitation In the varlous 
Italian towns since the epidemic of 1887, and 
itis hoped that this will have the effect of 
staving off the disease. Itis stated thata

President Harrison to Make a Talking 
Tour of That Section. 


SPEAKING TO THE PEOPLE FROM HIS 
PALACE CAR.

Desperate Efforts Will Be Made to Pre- 
vent a Stampede to Cleveland in 
the Northwestern States—Wisconsin 
Democrats in State Convention To- Day 
—Weaver and Stevenson thé Fusion 
Ticket in South Dakota. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 31.—When it was 
hinted afew days ago that President Har- 
rison would take the stump in the North- 
west, the idea was ridiculed by Republican 
organs.-. But after events showthat there 
was good ground for the suggestion. The 
President may not ‘‘take the stump’’ in the 
usual way, but the effect, it is hoped by his 
supporters, will be just as great. The out- 
look in the Northeast is causing much un- 
easiness to the President and his managers. 
Their anxiety has been increased by the 
announcement that Carl Schurz is to stump 
that section for the Democratic ticket and 
this is thought here to bea most important 
announcement. There is a desire to know, 
too, what arrangements are on foot to 
counteract, if possible, the effect of the 
great German orator’s visit among his old 
friends, 

Gen, Schurz lived in Wisconsin when a 
young man, and first impressed himself on 
the country whena resident of that State. 
His appearance there at this time, therefore, 
working for the cause of Cleveland and 
Stevenson, will be an event of considerabie 
moment. 

The Republicans have nobody to send after 
Gen. Schurz, and hence there Is fresh talk of 
that tour through the Northwest for the 
Président, to follow his visit to Chicago in 
October. They will not call it ‘‘taking the 
stump,’’ but their desire is that the Presi- 
Gent make a railroad trip from Chicago 
through the Northwest, and look at the coun- 
try aud talk tothe people in what they call 
‘fan informal way’’ from the rear platform 
of his coach. 

The arrangements will be fashioned after 
his Malonetrip. The President’s friends do 
not call his address on that occasion a stump 
speech, and yet he managed in an adroit way 
toappealtothe old soldiers present on the 
question of pensions, and to declare his faith 
in a liberal pension policy. His friends here 
rejoice in the belief that good Republican 


‘seeds were sown on that occasion, and they 


want that feature repeatedin the Northwest, 
where the soldier element is strong. 

The probability is that the President will 
make the trip as the guest of Senator McMilI- 
lan of Michigan, and while not advertised as 
such it will be designed to have the effect of 
a stumping tour. 

Another source of anxiety!s the attitude 
of ex-Speaker Reed towards the President. 
Mr. Reed is now on the stump at home 
working for Republican’ suecess, but 
studiously forbearing to mention the Presi- 
dent’s name. His contempt for the occupant 
ofthe White Houseits profound and undis- 
guised. He could not be induced tosaya 
word in favor of Gen. Hurrison, and what is 
worse, he will not restrain himself in private 
conversation from indulging in sarcastic 
things at the President’s expense. In Maine, 
where Mr. Reed is at home, there are no un- 
happy effects apprehended from his course, 
but the President’s friends here are afraid 
of the result of such a course elsewhere. 

Mr. Reed will soon be through stumping at 
home, and then be ready for outside engage- 
ments. Heisin great request, and particu- 
larly in the Southwest, where the desire to 
hear himis very strong. The President gets 
pointers from his friends here, as wellas 
from the party managers in New York, and 
there can be no doubt that all of these things 
and more have been duly submitted to him.

CHOLERA AND CHOLERINE. 

The term cholerine, which is used so fre- 

uently in the newspaper reports, is one de- 

ned in ‘‘Quain’s Medical Dictionary °’ as ‘‘a 
term applied toa class of cases which occur 
during the prevaience of cholera, in which 
the milder symptoms of the disease are 
present.’’ 

The latest medical authorities say that It Is 
one of the transition stages of cholera, 
The symptoms are those of a violent and 
rather sudden cholera-morbus Which often 
begins at night. io this diarrhoea 
which, displays characteristics of 
pronounced Cholera, vomiting is scon 
added. There ts great languor and depres- 
sion. The voice grows weak, the extremities 
are cool, the puise is small and accelerated, 
Painiul cramps occur in the Calves of the 
legs, and the urine scant and 
albuminous. 

The whole attack lasts about a week or two 
until recovery is complete. 

Cholerine bears avout the same relation to 
cholera that varioloid does to small- pox.

A Physician Discusses Cholera.

GEORGE W. CURTIS. 


Death Claimed Him at an Early Hour 
This Morning. 


PHYSICIANS BAFFLED BY THE ILLNESS 
THAT ENDED FATALLY. 


An Irreparable Loss to American Public 
Life and Literature—A Name That 
Will Shine in History—Distinguished 
Services as Eiitor, Author and Politi- 
cal Reformer—Life History. 


New YORK, Aug. 31.—George Wm. Curtis 
died this morning a few minutes after 2 
o’clock at his residence in Livingston, 8. I. 
He was conscious at theend and suffered no 
pain. 

Dr. Frank G. Ourtis, his son, was in at- 
tendance, About two months ago Mr. Curtis 
began to complain of pains in the 
abdomen, Dr. Janeway was called, 
and ‘he, in consultation with © Dr. 
Mcburnie of thiscity and Dr. Curtis, made a 
carefulexamination. There had been some 
talk of cancer ofthe stomach. These phys!- 
clans announced that it was impossible to 
tell the exact nature of the trouble until it 
made further progress or the swelling deyel- 
oped or subsided. They were of opinion, how- 
ever, that there was a tendency to dropsy, 
with other complications not then deter- 
minable. At that time Mr. Curtis suffereda 
good ceal of pain and spent much time walk- 
ing upand down his room. He was told that 
oplum would give him relief, but he declined 
to take the drug. 

At the request of Mrs. Curtis it was decided 
early last week to adopt homeopathetic 
treatmentand Dr. Retsig was called. Mr. 
Curtis suffered little or no pain and during 
the last days he seemed perfectly com- 
fortable. The swelling did not diminish, 
but his family were hopeful, being 
much encouraged by the cessation of the 
pain. His condition was not thought to be by 
any means critical, but in three days Mr. 
Curtis began to sink rapidly. The pain did 
not recur, however, and until the end he 
seemedable to recognize those at his bed- 
side, 

The funeral services will be held on Friday 
morning at the Curtis residence and wiil be 
private. 


George William Curtis, LL. D., was born 
at Providence, R. » wer 24, 1824. 
After leaving school he was a Clerk 
in a mercantile house in New York ata 
small salary. In 1842, he was placed,together 
with an eider brother at the Brook 
Farm, a socialistic institute at 
Roxbury, Mass., where he remained 
about eighteen months, when they were 
transferreJ to a farm in Concord, 
where they likewise remained eighteen 
months. In 1846 he salled for 
kurope, residing mainly at Berlin and Rome, 
and subsequently visiting kgyptand gyertla. 
Returning to Ameria in 1850, he published Nile 
Notes of a Howadji, being sketches of his ob- 
servation in Egypt. This was followed in 1852 
by the Howadji and Syria. Inthe mean- 
time he had connectei himself with 
the New York Tribune and had 
became one of the editors of Putrnam’s Monthly. 
The iailure oO the maga- 
zine in the ownersyip of which 
he was a special partner, in 1857, involved 
Mr. Curtis in financial difficuities from 
which he was filteen years in clearing 
himseif. Hefinally became a contributor to 
Harper’s Magazine, to which, besides many 
occasional article, he furnished a monthly 
paper, under the title ofthe ‘‘kditor’s Kasy 
Cuair’’ since 1853. In 1857 Harpers’ Weelly 
was established and Mr. Curtis 
was lade editor. When the civil 
war broke out the journal took a decided 
political tone and became an in- 
fuential organ of the Republican 
party. In the canvass of 1868 
he was madea Presideitial elector on the 
Republican ticket and warmly sup- 
ported the _ election of Gen, U. 8. 
Grant, who in i871 appointed him 
a member of the commission to frame rules 
for the regulation of the civil service. He, 
however, opposed the candidature of Grant 
fora third term bothin 1876 and 1880 and has 
been a prominent leader of that wing 
of the Republican party which secured the 
nomination of Mr, Hayes and Mr. 
Garntield. He was in 1867 elected 
a delegatetothe convention for revising the 
Constitution of the state of New York, and in 
the same year was apppointed one of the 
tegents of the University of that State, a 
body which has the general supervision of 
the nigher grades of institutions for public 
instruction. During his Hlfe he published the 
foliowing works: ‘‘The Potiphar Papers,’’ 
**Prue and |’’ and **Trumps,’’

Urdaneta’s Lease of Power May Be 
Short-Lived. 


REPORTED CAPTURE OF LA GUAYERA BY 
CRESPO'3 FORCES

Great Events Follow Each Other Rapidly 
in the Repub'ic of Venezuela—Details 
of Urdaneta’s Occupancy of Caracas— 
The Plan Proposed to Acting Presi- 
dent Villegas. 


CURACOA, West Indies, Aug. 31.—The par- 
tieulars of Urdaneta's occupation of Caracas, 
the Venezuelan Capital, are now at hand, as 
well as the details of subsequent events up to 
the 26th inst. The fail of the city Into the 
hands of the new dictator occurred on the 
20th. On his arrival at the capital Urdaneta 
drove directly to the residence of President 
Villegas, whose messengers to La Guayera on 
the previous night had signified his readiness 
to co-operate with the plans of the Western 
League, Urdaneta agreed to leave Villegas 
in hominal possession of the Government, 
provided he would appoint a cabinet which 
would be subservient tothe interests of the 
league. He named ex-President Andueza 
Palacio as Minister to Paris, and the Cabinet 
was to be composed of Casana, Sanara, Car- 
bala, Gomez, Ferret, Pulido, Castra and 
Adran, Cijares was to go as Minister to the 
United States. Monegas and Mendoza would 
be provided for otherwise whenever they 
formally accepted the league and acknowl- 
edged the dictatorship, Ybarra was given 
the choice of the Governorship of the Federal 
District or his former position as Inspector- 
General of the Ariny. 

At this stage of the negotiations a message 
came from Monegas at Barcelona protesting 
against any transfer of power not first In- 
dorsed by the Federal Council, aad another 
from Mendoza at Victoria, intimating that if 
he was left out inthe cold he might flop over 
to Crespo, A meeting of the Council was 
hurriedly called, but the advocates of the 
proposition to ratify the foregoing agreement 
were able todono betterthan geta tie vote 
of five for and five against. Calle arrived 
shortly afterward witha budget of unwel- 
come news, Including the rebellion against 
Urdaneta’s authority in Zulia, the proclama- 
tion in favor of Crespo by Arrias in Maracal- 
bo, the delivery of the Castillo of San Carlos 
tothe Revolutionists by Leal, the recom- 
mencement of hostilities on Colina at Coro 
and Aular at Tucacas, and that Mora, witha 
heavy force from Valencia was attacking 
Urdaneta’s iIntrenchments at Puerto Cabello. 

Urdaneta, Sarria, Cassanas, Carbajal and 
Adran, with the full League force of 1,200 
men, left at once for laguayera and embark- 
ing on the war ships, salled at once tothe 
rellef of the Castillo at Puerto Cabello, Ur- 
dareta took all the cash in the La Guayera 
Custom- house and forced a‘big loan from the 
merchants Of that place before leaving. 
News came later fully confirming the report 
that Gen, Leal, whom Urdaneta left in com- 
mand of Fort san Carlos at theentrance of 
Lake Maracaibo, and Gen, Sgarria,command- 
ing the League garrison in the City of Mara- 
caibo, had both declared for Crespo. 

Further news came that Gen. Pulgar ‘had 
arrived on the coast from Curacoa witha 
large quantity of arms for the Revolution- 
ists. A Dutch steamer arrived in LaGuayera 
from Puerto Cabeiloon Aug. 24. She could 
not land at the latter place, but brought dis- 
patches that Mora had captured the hillside 
fort and had, with his artillery, brought 
from Valencia, planted heavy batteries in 
advantageous positions for returning the 
cannonading from the Castillo, Many houses 
had been destroyed and a heavy fire was 
kept up all the time the steamer 
was in the harbor. Mora’s forces had 
landed twice on the islandand attempted to 
capture the castillo by storm, but in both 
cases had been repulsed with’ heavy loss, 
particularly among the officers. Of the 38.0 
defenders of the castillo forty-six were killed 
or-wounded. ‘ihe defenders were without 
food or water. the captain of the Dutch 
vessel sent medicine to the castillo for the 
use of the wounded. 

After Urdaneta left Caracas, Villegas 
weakened and advised Mendoza totreat with 
Crespo, and if forced to deliver the pres!- 
dency to Senor Sturb if he would retura to 
the capital. , 

On the night of Aug, 24 Natividad Mendoza 
with the remnant of the leit wing of the Goy- 
ernment army left Caracas, |!aving been 
driven in from Cua Dy the revolutionary ad- 
vance. bartin Vegas,with 3,000 men, includ- 
ing the Rio Chico Legaliste, Were then en- 
camped between Guayeras and Petare. On 
account of the great amount of forelgn prop- 
erty which has been destroyed at Puerto ©a- 
bellothne French war-ship Lagoon and the 
Spanish crulser Jorge Juan have been or- 
dered to that piace. 


CAPTURED LA GUAYERA. 

TRINIDAD, West Indles, Aug. 31.—News has 
just been received here that the revoiution- 
ary forces have captured La Guayera. Busi- 
ness is suspended in Caracas, owing tothe 
great excitement due to recent stirring 
events. The foreign residents in the capital 
of Venezuela are in danger. It is the gen- 
eral opinion that an American war ship ts 
greatly needed in Venezuelan waters. The 
diplomatic corps in Caracas, with the excep- 
tion of United States Minister Scruggs, have 
protested in a body against the destruction 
of foreign property in Puerto Cabello, — 

History is made with such speed in these 
South American republics when revolution is 
on the wing that it 1s difficult to keep pace 
with the march of events. Gen. Eleazer 
Urdaneta was, when Palacio was chosen 
President, the third Vice - President 
of Venezuela. Aiter the retirement 
of Palacio to France two months 
ago, Dr. Villegas, the first Vice-President, 
took the reins of government, Al! of these 
officials were striving to put down the rebel- 
lion led by Gen. Crespo, but a short time 
since there was established a federation of 
five of the Statesofthe Kepubiic, Known as 
the Western League, with Urdaneta as chief, 
‘thus a revolt within the lines of the Govern. 
mental party was set on which soon proved 
to be formidable, ‘ihe people, tired as they 
are of the milk-and- water policy of the actual 
Government, seem rather inclined to look 
with favor upon the accession to power of Ur-

Testimony for the Defense in the Borden 
Murder Trial. 


THE PEOS CUTION HAS SUPPRESSED 
MOST VITAL FACTS, 


Important Evidence Held Back for the 
Formal Trial—Bridget Sullivan Has 
Not Told All She Knew—A Lawyer’s 
Theory of tha Tragedy~—To-Day’s Tes- 
tintony. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug, 31.—It is the gen- 
eral opinion this morning that to-day will 
close the testimony in the Borden case. 
Court came in at 10o0’clock, but Lizzle and 
her counsel were not intheir seats, and it 
was not untilten minutes later that Lizzie 
appeared, leaning on the arm of Rev. Mr. 
Jubb, bearing upon her face the same look of 
stoical indifference which has characterized 
her appearance heretofore in general. ( 

The State rested their case yesterday, and 
only unimportant testimony was given for 
the delense. 

This morningthe first witness called was 
Marsal Rufus B. Hilliard, who said that his 
attention was Called to the murder at 11:15 
a.m. Aug. 4. He sent Officer George W, 
Allen tothe house, and did not go to the 
house himself until 2:40 or 8 o’clock in the 
afternoon, The next officer sent was 
Doherty, then Mullally, Medley, Gillon, Wil- 
son and others he could not remember.. 
When witness went at 38 o’clock he 
went with some men to search the 
barn and yards in that vicinity, but he knew 
nothing about the matter only from what he 
had been told by Medley and Fleet, and he 
thought Reilly. Medley is notin town now, 
but has been sent to look after evidence that 
Rev. Mr, Buck placed in his hands, following 
out some supposed clue in connection with 
this murder, but witness declined to state 
what. When he arrived there he went 
to the back of the yard, where the 
lumber was. A thorough examination was 
made ofthe hay in the barn; went intothe 
back yard where the lumber was, by the 
Chagnon fence, and tooked over into the 
Chagnon property and also tnto the Crowe 
and Kelly yards, and thento the vault; then 
to the barn, where they were overhauling the 
hay; then to the lower part of the barn, where 
they were examining about the carriages; 
searched the stalls on the north of the barn 
and under the stairway, in fact, all down 
Stairs; then sent officers to search other yards 
and then witness went into the house, Saw 
no other officer in the house when he went in 
(this was about 40’clock), Saw Drs, Cough- 
lin, Peckham, Dutra and Tourtellet, but 
was not positive whether Dr. Bowen was 
there or not; they were then inthe room

edge. The lawyer who suggested the theory 
supplemented it to-day with other conclu. 
sions based onthe testimony given before 
Judge Biaisdell. He said: ‘*Liggle eould 
hardly have gone through the bloody process 
of chopping up the heads of her parents with- 
out showing agitation duringthe detalied 
testimony in court, Lizzie’s relations with 
her parents were evidently not pleasant. 
She was ill that morning, but she preferred 
toeataione andinthe kitchen to breakfast- 
ing with her parents.

John Donnelly, a hackman, testified that 
he went into the Borden’s barnon the after- 
noon of the murder, He noticed that the 
hay on the north side of the barn looked as 
ir somebody had been lytnginit. He did not 
report the fact to any officers, 

Dr, Frank Grapher, medical examiner of 
Suffolk County, gave testimony ia regard to 
the autopsy On the bodies. After this the 
court took a recess.

The number of arrests for the sale of liquor 
without a license made by the United

AS 28 matter of _ § fact 
a great many have violated the 
laws without being aware’ that they 
were so doing. The marxet has been flooded 
with compounds, in the majority of which 
the basis is malt, which subjects the venders 
to the payment of a United States 
license. The agents have in many 
cases informed their customers 
that they would not be required to pay a 
Special tax, and they have gone on selling 
with no idea that they were commit- 
ting - a breach of the law. sO 
general has been the misunderstanding 
that several circulars have been sent out by 
the Collector of Internal Revenue calling at- 
tention to the fact that all spirituous and 
inalt liquors, no matter what they may be 
called, to legalize their sale require the pay- 
ment of an internal revenue tax.

Arrival of the President at Mr. Reid’s 
Country Seat. 


CONFERENCE OF THE NOMINEES WITH 
REPUBLICAN LEADERS. 


Incidents of the Journey From the Moun- 
tainse—The National Headina Jaunty 
Crush Hat~Chairman Carter and Son 
Russell in the Rain—A Plunge Into 
Politics. 


NEw YORK, Aug. 81.—President Harrison 
arrived in this city this morning and left 
again without more than a half-dozen people 
being able to getasightof him. It required 
considerable maneuvering and counter- 
ordering to accomplish the feat, but it was 
accomplished. 

It was first announced that the President’s 
private car would be switched from the New 
York Central train at Mott-Haven and pro- 
ceed from there to White Plains. The train 
was to arrive at 7 a. m., and atthat hour 
there were a dozen newspaper men atthe 
Mott-Haven Station and a number of citl- 
vens awaiting the arrivalof the President. 
The railroad officials saddenly an- 
nounced that the President’s car would 
be cut out at the Grand Central Depot instead 
ofat Mott-Haven. They showed an order to 
that effect, andin accordance with it sent 
an engine down to the Grand Central to bring 
the President’s car back. Shortly after the 
field had thus been cleared, Chairman Carter 
and Russell Harrison were seen picking their 
way gingerly among the interlaced tracks be- 
yond Mott-Haven. 

It was raining and Russell Harrison carried 
anumbrella, which he endeavored to keep 
over Mr. Carter’s head, At the signal-box, 
halfa mile above the station, they stopped 
and climbed into the signal-box out of the 
rain. Mr. C. W. Tyson, Whitelaw Reia’s 
private secretary, joined the party 
with a big traveling bag. All 
waited for another half hour, while a 
dispatch was sent tothe Grand Central De- 
pot.

Carter and Harrison. The others of the 
party, Mr.-Halford andG. F. Tibbitts, re- 
mained in the dining-room with Mr. Tyson. 

Mr. Tibbitts explained that they had made 
but one stop on the way down, where there 
were a number of people and a brass band 
waiting them. The President spoke a few 
words fromthe car platform, but made no 
attempt at anything likeaspeech. He Kept 
carefully away from politinal topics through- 
out his remarks, as he did during the trip. 

When the train reached the station Mr. G. 
M. Pullman, the parlor car potentate, left 
his own car, which was just behind the Presi- 
dent’s car, andcametopay his respects to 
President Harrison. 

After Mr. Pullman left the President sat in 
one corner of his apartment in close consul- 
tation with Mr. Carter and Mr. Russell Har- 
rison alternately. He seemed quite inter- 
ested in what he had to say and sat on the 
edge of his chair with his hands on his Knees 
and leaned forward slightly. He wore a black 
frock suit anda small black crushed hat that 
gave the dignified head of the nation a jaunty 
air in spite of his serious face. 

The train remained atthe station scarcely 
more than five minutes, while the crowd 
surged around the platform apparently 
oblivious tothe factofthe President being 
there, or more likely entirely ignorant of it. 
One or two endeavored to get a 
glimpse of the President through the car win- 
dow as he sat with his head closeto Mr. Car- 
ter’s. Shortly after 9o’clock the President’s 
car was detached from the trainand fastened 
tothe empty day coach. Engine No. 1,103, in 
charge of Engineer G. H. Allett, who had 
been sent down for the special, was then at- 
tached, and the trainswungout. The start 
was made at’ o’ciock, and no stops were 
made until White Plains was reached. There 
conveyances Were in waiting, andthe party 
was conveyed to Mr. Reid’s residence at 
Ophir Farin.

THE LAW OF MIGHT. 
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British and American Sealers Seized by 
Russians. 


THROWN INTO PRISON AND THEIR VES- 
SELS CONFISCATED. 


The Outrage Committed Forty Miles Out- 
side the Czar’s Jurisdiction—Protests 
Answered With a Threat of Siberia— 
Canada Holds the Suspected Dyna- 
miters—General Foreign News. 


VicToriA, British Columbia, Aug. 31,—The 
American bark Majestic reached here last 
evening havingon board the captains and 
crews of four sealing schooners flying the 
British flag, and the American schooner C. 
H. White of San Francisco.’ These four were 
sealing off Copper Islands, between forty and 
fifty miles, duringthe latter part of July, 
when the Russian warship Zabraka, mount- 
ing sixteen guns, and the fur. company’s 
steamer Kodiak, bearing the Governor of 
Behring’s Island, roundedthem up one by 
one, sent the schooners to be sold At Petro- 
poaulovskiand madethe captain/and crew 
prisoners. The former objectea co the 
seizure, claiming they were free men on free 
waters,whereupon the marines pricked them 
with the points of their bayonets and in- 
formed them that there was sucha place. as 
Siberia for those who spoke too loudly of 
frgedom, Both the British and American 
skippers recognized that it was no time for 
talking. Still they ventured to protest that 
they were away outside the three-mile limit, 
and were met with the astounding informa- 
tion from the officers of the Zabraka: ‘‘Rus- 
sia is sovereign over the watera thousand 
miles from her shores.’’ 

The captain of the Russian cruiser based 
his action onthe ground that Russia exer- 
cised jurisdiction over all land and water 
westward of the line of demarkation. 

After being taken aboard the Zabraka, the 
master of each schooner was ordered to sign 
a paper written in Russian and explained by 
the interpreterasan acknowledgement that 
he had been sealing in Russian waters. The 
skippers protested, and were told that those 
who did not sign would be sentto Vliadivo- 
stock to be courtmartialed andthen sent to 
the Siberian mines. Under compulsion the 
Captains signed and they and the crews then 
underwent a taste of Russian prison life, 
twenty-one men being kept for days ina 
room il feet by 11, with a leaky roof and 
broken floor. The men were finally turned 
outonthe beach, and, the Majestic coming 
that way,a contract was entered into for 
transportation to American or British soll, 
and, in the evening, the prisoners were 
shipped away on board, no particular effort 
being made bythe guardsto detain. The 
Majestic sailed atnight and next morning 
the Zabraka started outon another hunting 
cruise, the schooners Leing the game sought,

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CHOLERA STILL FAR AWAY. 
Secretary Clark of the New York Board 
of Health is right in saying that ‘‘cholera 
_has oiten raged fiercely in winter.’’ So it 


bas, in climates where winter frosts are 


unknown, 

But in this country and in Northern and 
Central Europe the epidemic has never 
survived two or three sharp frosts. The 
epidemic of cholera which ravaged 
Europe in the summer of 1831 and 
reached England in October of 
that year lingered feebly through a mild 
English winter and appeared in Londonin 
January, 18382, but did not spread alarm- 
_ingly to other towns and cities of Great 
| Britain till spring opened. It reached 
|New York in the spring of that year. In 
allof its visits to this country its winter 
outbreaks have been limited to Southern 
cities chiefly, and whenever it has come in 
by way of our Northern ports after sum- 
mer had ended it has not been very 
prevalent or very fatal. The cholera of 
1866 did most of jts work in the exception- 
ally unclean and unwholesome localities 
of a few cities and then disappeared. 
Cholera reached New York in September, 
1873, and we had it herein St. Louis that 
year, but the fatal cases were so few that 
not many people remember that 1873 was 
a cholera year. 

Judging from its past travels, cholera is 
not likely this fall to get any alarming 
foothold in this country, and our greatest 
danger is from its lingering through the 
winter in Southern Europe and coming 
here in the early spring with eight or nine 
months of mild weather a‘ead for the in- 
fection to thrive and spread itself in. 
Rigid quarantine regulations may or may 
not keep it out again, as was done in 1887, 
and the thing todo is to make the best 
possible use of the intervening time in 
cleaning up our cities and home premises, 
and thus enabling our people, by prudent 
care, to provide themselves with the 
healthy stomachs that are fatal to the 
invading ‘‘comma bacillus,’’ let him come

THE death of George William Curtis 
removes one of the choice and master 
spirits of the Republic. Although he 
had high literary ability and attain- 
ments he devoted his talents and en- 
ergies chiefly to the practical interests 
of men through the newspaper and 
periodical press and the lecture plat- 
form. His influence in the politics of 
the country has been wide and 
strong and mostly for good, Although 
frequently tempted to enter public life 
in an official capacity he declined and 
maintained the independence of a private 
citizen. He wasconnected in an editorial 
Capacity with several publications during 
his lifeand was at the head of Harper’s 
Weekly almost from its beginning, in 1857, 
to hisdeath.

Lynch has pleaded with her par- 
ents to consent to her going onthe stage, Dat 
she has always been greeted with a stern re- 
fusal on account of herage and her parents’ 
disiike for stage life. Im order to 


dissuade her from carrying out her inten- 
tien, her parents, Dr. E. ©, Franklinand 
wite, who were then residents of New York, 
moved to St. Louis, where Grace was placea 
in a private boarding-school at the age of 10. 
She care’ nothing. for books, but showed 
a disposition to become an eloecu- 
tionist, and devoted all -of her time 
in the pursuitof this particular study, and 
when her father died she was taken out of 
school to assist her mother. She had be- 
come disheartened by her confinement in 
school, but, on the other hand, was more 
ersistent than everin her determination to 
ea star before the footlights. Her mother 
did not remain a widow leng, but married 
Col. G. M, Stewart, at one timeone of the 
leading practitioners of the St. Louis bar. 
After her mother's marriage Miss Grace 
reascned that she could be spared from the 
household and pleaded with her mother and 
Step-father to let her carry out her inten- 
tions, but again and again she was denied 
the privilege. 

In 1888, while she was not yet 17 years of 
age, Hon. Joseph D. Lynch, the owner and 
editor of the Los Angeles Herald, made a visit 
to St..Louls and while here met Miss Grace 
Stewart, sue taking the nameof her step- 
father.

Abouta 
year ago Mrs, Lynch presented herself 
to Mr. John Norton of the Grand 
Opera-house and informed him that she was 
desirous of going onthe stage. He became 
interested tn her and took her asa pupil. 
After two months’ tralning he pronounced 
her one ofthe most apt pupils he had ever 
undertaken toteach, and said she was not 
far behind Mary Anderson, one of Mr. Nor- 
ton’s favorites. Her whole soul was ab- 
sorbed in her mania for thee stage, 
and last June she was pronounced 
competent for her profession. She informed 
her parents that she would no longer reside 
in St. Louts but would go to New York to 
make arrangements with some company for 
the season.

Work-House Prisoners Imitating Jerry 
Simpson of Kansas. 


SUPERINTENDENT LOHRUM CLAIMS THE 
APPROPRIATION IS INSUFFICIENT. 


Visit of the Board of Public Improvements 
to the Institution This Morning— They 
Find a Number of Evils Which Should 
Be Remedied, but Hold the Euperin- 
tendent Blameless. 


This morning Water Commissioner Hol- 
man, Park Commissioner Fechter, Harpor 
Commissioner Able, and Sewer Commissioner 
Southard of the Board of Pubiic Improvements 
paid a visit to the W ork- house 
and went through that institation. It was 
not a regular investigating tour, but a spe- 
cial visit to learn if certain charges made 
against the Work-house and its Keepers were 
correct. It was said that the 200 or more 
prisoners were poorly fed and that their 
meals were givento them in a most slov- 
enly manner; that many of them, both 
men and women, were without shoes, stock- 
ings or proper clothing, andthat they were 
compelled to sleepeightand tenina room, 
As totheirtreatment it was stated thatthe 
guards were brutal in their manner towards 
the prisoners and on the slightest provocation 
they were put inthe dungeon and whipped. 

Supt. Lohrum was notified that he would 
receive a visit from the Board of Public Im- 
provements this morning at 10 o’clock and 
ifthere was any improvements to be made 
on the alleged order of things, there 
was plenty of time to make them. The 
committee called this morning and it was 
evident it did not come to find fault, as the 
members were very complimentary of every- 
thing they saw, and they could not be other- 
wise after Mr. Lohrum’s explanation. 
They found men and women prisoners with- 
out shoes, but that was because the appro- 
priation was so small that all could 
not have shoes, and Mr. Lohrum was 
$400 in debt tor shoes already. This 
sum would haveto be paid out ofa special 
appropriation. The menand women were 
without underclothes because the rules of 
the institution goesnot allow prisoners to 
wear underclothes in summer. In winter 
the menare givenasuit andthe women a 
Single garment, which is changed every 
week, as wellas their outside clothes. No 
socks or stockings are given the prisoners, 
the Superintendent explained, because the 
appropriation was insufficient to provide 
them with such useful articies of wearing 
apparel.

Mr. Lohrum denied that his prisoners were 
made to go in dangerous places in the quarry. 
They went no place where a regularly em- 
ployed quarryman would go, The’ prisoner 
whose leg was brokenafew days ago, and 
who died at the hcsp'tal, was prying upa 
rock whena rock aboveitfell on him. Such 
an accident is Hable to happen any time. 

The committee, after making its rounds, 
expressed the opinton that there was no 
grounds for the charges against the Superin- 
tendent, and that he was doing the best he 
coukl with the money allowed him.

Letter on Carmody’s Injuries. 


The following letter was received at the 
PoOST-DISPATCH Office yesterday afternoon, It 
was evidentiy written before the death of 
Thomas Carmody at the hospitalon Saturday 
last became known tothe writer. Carmody 
is said to have died from the effects of inju- 
ries received at the Work-house last Wednes- 


day. Hewas serving a one-year sentence 
there, and wascrushed bythe falling of a 
rock which he was trying to dislodge in the 
Work-house quarry. The letter given below 
may throw some additional light on the case, 
an inquestonthe body of Carmody having 
been held on Monday last. The letter reads 
literally as follows: 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 


The way in which the Work-house gang is running 
since Guard James Murphy left. A man Thomas 
Carmody, gets his le. broke and may lose his life 
by the carelessness of the quarry boss, Giuss. On 
Aug. 24, at half-past 5 o’clock the boss told 
Carmody to climb upon a high ledge of rock to bar it 
down whenjit wasn’t Carmody’; placefio do this work. 
He at first resisted, butfor fearof punishment he 
climbed up and the guard stool about 10 feet away 
and a loose rock on top of the one 
he was standing on fell on his leg, crushing it 
to pieces. If the reporter will go tothe City. Hos- 
pitatand see the balf-dying man he can find out 
more thanI can tell you, for if the Work-house 
authorities find out a prisoner wrote this he (would 
be) punished and putto double task. This quarry 
boss seems to be ignorant. He is ignorant, or don’t 
care ifa man does lose his iife. Ail the men that 
works around Carmody know how he was hurt, and 
know it wasthe boss’ fault. Hecans beer all day 
and is half-drunk ail thetime.

Texas Fever Still Spreading Ameng Cat- 
tle—E€outh-End Notes. 


The Texas fever is still prevailing among cattie in 
this district, and the disease from all accounts is 
spreading.

IRELAND WILL NOT COME. 


A Sensational Rumor That Caused Great 
Amusement Among Catholics. 

Great amusement was caused in Catholic 
circles to-day by a statement 
published in &® morning paper 
to the effect that a prominent 
ecclesiastic of this city had recetvea a letter 
from a friend in Rome notifying him not to 
be surprised if he heard word of the transfer 
of Most Rev, John Ireland, Archbishop of 
St. Paul, to the coadjutorship 
at St. Louls, The prominent ecclesiastic 


did not discover himself this morning nor 
had he imparted his startling informa. 
tion to any of his brother eccie- 
siastics who, for divers reasons, keep them- 
selves Closely informed of all matters hap- 
peningin the Eternal City relating to the 
affairs of the St. Louis diocese. The 
opinion was expressed that the report was 
circulated as a joke on the members of the 
Preister Verein, who would be anything but 
rejoiced to find that agressive American Dr. 
Ireland placed in charge of this diocese. 

Father Phelan, the editor of the Western 
Watchman, laughed heartily when asked if he 
had heard of the new candidate for the co- 
adjutorship. ‘‘If there were anything tn itI 
would surely have heard of it long before 
this,’’ he said, and then paused to pen an 
editorial paragraph to the effect that 
his readers woula have to look hereafter to 
hana ee of the secular press for religious 

ews. 

A number of other clergymen seen this 
morning said the statement was too tm- 
probable to deserve any credence. The 
matter of charging an archbishop or bishop 
from one see to another is very wnusval, al- 
most unheard of, and when it occurs it is 
only for very weighty reasons and comes as 
a distinct promotion. There is but one In- 
Stance of the kind in thé history of the Amer- 
ican hierarchy. Rt. Kev. John Cheverue, 
consecrated Bishop of Boston in 1810, was 
transferred to Montaubon, France, and 
thence to Bordeaux. He was Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of Bordeaux at the time of his death. 

Archbishop Ireiand would not regard a 
transfer to the see of St. Louis in the fight of 
a promotion. aA priest from his diocese said 
this morning that the Archbishop would be 
strongly opposed to leaving the twin cities, 
and if any honors were to come to 
him they would have to come to him at St. 
Paul. The idea that St. Louts is en- 
titled to the cardinalate and that 
if Archbishop lreland were trans- 
ferred here he would wear 
the red hat is erroneous. The Archdiocese 
of St. Louis is not a popular locality in Kome 
for several reasons and besides the red hat is 
the reward of feality and devotion and is a 
personal honor not attached to any see, 

Kegarding the coadjutorship rumors to 
the effect that the local clergy are still agi- 
tating the matter are at variance with the 
real state of affairs. The matter is now in 
the hands of the Roman authorities and at- 
fairs here are ata,standstill. Owing to the 
unwillingness of the Archbishop to move 
lr the matter a full explanation of 
the situation was sent on to 
the Propaganda, andthe request made that 
the senior suffragan bishop (Kt. Kev. John 
Hennessey of Dubuque) call the suffragan | 
bishops {together .to send on three names for 
consideration. Rome moves with proverbial 
slowness. Whether they wiil grant tiie petition 
will be definitely learned within a few 
months. If it is disregarded another petition 
will be sent on, signed by the priests of the 
diocese, praying for the right of suffrage 
granted them under the decrees of the late 
Council of Baltimore, which, for reasons best 
known to the Ordinary, were not promul- 
gated in this diocese,

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Illinois Corn Crop Better Than Was 
Expected. 


SPRINGFIELD, Dll... Aug. 81.—The weather 
and crop bulletin forthe past week shows that 
the temperature has been about normal, The 
amount of sunshine for the week was about a 
seasonable average. The rainfall during the 
last seven days was slightly below the nor- 
mal, being fairly well distributed. Corn pros- 
pects have improved slightly over last week. 
Early corn is ripening fast, and in most 
places is beyond the reach of raih, The pros 
pect for iate corn has been considerably im- 
proved, according to a majority of corre- 
spondents, except inafew counties where 


no rain fell. Morerain and an absence of 
early frosts will make a fair yleld. Wheat 
threshing has been continued during the 
week on account of the favorable weather, 
but is nearing completion. A few counties 
report threshing as being finished, The yield 
will be light and quality fair. No fall wheat 
sown yet. Oatsthreshine is far advanced; 
there seemsto be no improvement in the 
yield. The potato crop is light.

Alex. Greggains and Martin Costello 
Fight Fifty Rounds. 


COSTELLO WAS BESTED, BUT COULD NOT 
BE KNOCKED OUT. 


—— —*S| 


A Tame Battle, in Which Neither Man Re- 
esived Much Punishment—A Theatri- 
cal Tie-Walking Record Established— 
Werden Was Too Strong for Washing- 
ton—General Sporting News. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 81.—A Contest which 
has almost been lost sight of on account of 
the absorbing interest taken in the ap- 
proaching pugilistic tournament in New Or- 
leans, took place in the Pacific Athletic Club 
rooms last night before an audience of 2,500 
persons. It was between the middle- weights, 
Alex Greggains of San Francisco and Martin 
Costello, more familiarly Known to the 
sporting world as the ‘‘Buffalo,’’ who is also 
an American, but who for the past five years 
has been in Australia. The purse was 
$2, 200. 

The first round was .tame, both men sizing 
the otherup. Costello rushed and attempted 
aright swing, but missed. There were sev- 
eral good exchanges in the second, third and 
fourth rounds, with honors about even. Cos- 
tello opened the fifth round with a right- 
hand swing on Greggains’ jaw. The latter 
clinched and hot exchanges tollowed at close 
quarters, Inthe sixih both men swung their 
rights, but missed. A clinch followed and in 
the break-away Costello landed a good left, 
Just before the close of the round Greggains 
landed a light swing on Costello’s neck. 

From the seventh to the tenth round there 
was hot fighting. Costello had the best of 
the latter round, but intheeleventh Greg- 
gains got in several hard swings. 

Rounds 12, 18 and 14 were marked by fast 
fighting, all in Greggains’ favor. 

From the fourteenth to the seventeenth 
round the men madea cautious fight. Inthe 
fifteenth Greggains staggered Costello with 
a straight left in the face and dropped him to 
a sitting position with another. He got 
Costello onthe ropes in the sixteenth and 
tried to uppercut him but failed. Costello 
then staggered him witharight hander on 
the head. Greggains was frequently hissed 
fon giving Costello the shoulder in clinches. 

Up tothe twenty-eight round Greggains 

held his advantage, 
eighteenth and the twentieth. 
‘*Buffalo’’ rallied in the twenty-fifth and 
fought Greggains toa standstill, but both 
men were weak. In the thirty-first round 
Greggains landed four good rights 
and Costello was almost out. 
From the thirty-second to the fortieth 
round nota dDlow was struck. The specta- 
tors urged the men to goin and fight. They 
madeashowof doing so, but not untilthe 
forty-first round, when Greggains pinned 
Costello ina corner witha left hander, was 
anything done. 

Rouna 42—A left-hander in Costello’s face,a 
clinch and a right-hander from Costello on 
Greggains’ neckasthe latter broke away 
marked this round. 

Round 43—The men exchanged a number of 
left-handers, Greggains using his right hand 
charily. 

Round 44—The referee cautioned the men 
before the round opened, and they made an- 
other effort, Greggains sending Costelio half 
Way across thering with aleft-hander. The 
latter fellinarally near the ropes. Costello 
dodged aboutthe ring, followed by Greg- 
gains, who stabbed with his left and madea 
vicious swipe with hisright, but falled to 
land. Costello scored’some left-handers on 
the chest. 

Greggains’ hands were gone, and he seemed 
unableto finish hisman. But little fighting 
was done until the fiftieth round was reached, 
atthe end of which,it being evident that 
neither man could win, the fight was declared 
a draw. Neither man was marked much, 
Costello showing a trifle more punishment, 

When seen in their dressing-rooms, Cos- 
tello and his seconds seemed satisfied with 
the referee’s decision, but Greggains com- 
piained because the decision was not given in 
his favor, as he said he had done the most 
work. His hands were uninjured, and he 
acknowledged having handled his right hand 
asifdisable!i in order to draw Costello on, 
Many of those who witnessed the contest ex- 
pressed opinions that the match wasa very 
even one, and that while Gree¢vains displayed 
more ability, Costello was apparently able to 
withstand all the punishment Gregzgains 
could deliver. Beyon:ta few bruises the men 
bore no traces of their long battle.
